Bombards City 


Berlin, June 29.— The correspond- 


ent of the Seltung at Odessa tele- 
graphs that the mutinous crew of the 
battleship Kniaz 
Potemkin 
began 


bombarding the city this morning and 
the harbor works were badly damag- 
ed at eight o'clock. 


''Beginning of the Revolt. 


The crew of the first-class- battle- 


ship Kniaz Potemkin Tvritchesky rose 
in revolt because a sailor was killed 
for protesting against the bad quality 
of the soup, slaughtered all the officers 
•who would not join thorn, and then 
steamed for this city, 


Late Tuesday night the battleship 


arrived in the bay from Sevastopol, 
accompanied by a torpedo boat, both 


' flying the red flag of revolution in- 


stead of the imperial and national 
standards. 


They ignored all signals from shore 


and when the port authorities sent a 
launch to communicate with them the 
boat was driven off by the torpedo 
boat, which threatened to sink it it 
the order was not obeyed. 


All night the torpedo boat patrolled 


around the flagship, which lay an- 
chored off the town. When morning 
came it was sorm; time before the pop- 
ulace realized what had happened, the 
numerous rumors being ascribed to 
the malevolence of the strikers, who 
throughout Tuesday kept the city in 
an uproar.

This paper stated that the man's 
name was Omiltchuk, and that he had 
been shot dead by the chief officer of 
the battleship" for complaining about 
the bad' quality of the soup served to 
the crew. 
It added that Omiltchuk 


had been murdered for telling the 
truth, and that the whole crew had 
avenged his death by killing the bat- 
tleship's officers. 


As the news spread large crowds, 


consisting mainly of riotous strikers 
and their following, flocked to the 
quay and passed with bared, heads, re- 
spectfully saluting the dead. 


The police, supported by the Cos- 


sacks, tried to disperse the crowd ana 
remove the body, but the crowd sur- 
rounded the coffin and defied them to 
touch it. Some scuffling followed, but 
before there was a definite result tho 
Kniaz Petemkin Tvritchesky hoisted 
signals that the body was to be left on 
the quay, and that it would be retaken 
on board for. burial at sundown with 
full naval honors... • 


Rebel Threat,Is Heeded.

IN ITS SCOPE. 


NOTARY PUBLICS INCLUDED 


Attorney General Sturdevant" Writes 


What the Law Really Means 


to Enforce, 


In a letter written by Attorney Gen; 


era! 1,. M, Sturdevant in answer to 
an inquiry relative to the interpreta- 
tion of the new .anti-pass law as re- 
ferring to notary publics, the opinion 
is given that.such offices, notary pub- 
lic, are state offices and come under 
this law. 
The law referred to is 


Chapter 4SG laws of 1905. The deci- 
sion given by the state attorney is as 
follows: 
A notary public is a state officer. 


(See. Section 173. Stats, of 1S9S.) Al- 
so. Maxwell vs. Hartman, 50 Wis. 6CO. 
And although that office 'is one of min- 
or importance and its emoluments 
comparatively insignificant, yet being 
a state office the laws applying to 
such offices will apply to it'as well 
as others. The Constitution, Section 
11, Art. 13, and Chapter 357 of the 
Laws of 1S99, make it unlawful for, 


"Any iricumbeut' of any office or 


position under the 
Constitution 
of 


laws or under any ordinance of any 
town or municipality of this state to 
ask for or accept from any person at 
the request or for the advantage of 
all. or any of them, any free pass or| 
frank or any privilege withheld from: 
any person or the traveling accommo- 
dation, or transportation of any mes- 
sage or communication." 


Under a! similar act in the State of 


New York in the case of Dempsey vs. 
N. Y. C. & H. R, R, So., 14(i N. Y. 
290. it was held that, 


"A public • officer is -forbidden to re- 


ceive and use a free pass it being 
the obvious intention of tho Consti- 
tution to prohibit the public officers 
of the state from receiving from cor- 
porations, privileges or favors, in oth- 
er' words, gifts, that might properly 
influence them in the discharge of 
their duty." 


.The court further says: 
'"In the case at bar we have the 


plaintiff, a railroad policeman travel- 
ing over the lines of the defendant 
in discharge of responsible duties in 
preventing depredations 
upon 
the 


. property by thieves and trespassers 


and receiving as compensation for 
his services, $75.00 a month and an 
annual, pass which he is at liberty 
to use not only in his official but in 
his private business. 
This is in no 


sense a free pass within the meaning 
of the Constitution, but on the con- 
trary it is a' p'ass for which 'the plain- 
tiff has paid a full consideration and 
he cannot be regarded as a gratuious 
passenger." 


Under the construction given to -ihe 


New York act by that decision I held 
in a case brought to my attention in 
1904, that a state officer in the em- 
ployment of a railroad .company for 
which he rendered services, 
might 


accept a pass .or transportation 
in 


payment or part payment 
therefor 


and that-the'-statutory and constitu- 
tional -provision 
-\vas not 
violated 


thereby. 
(See, Report of Attorney 


General, 1904, Page 412.) 
' And I 


therein suggested that if the act of 
1S99 
was amended to the effect that 


no public officer should accept or use 
a pass or mileage for the transporta- 
tion of himself or any other person 
whomsoever, either as a gift or for 
services rendered under contract ex- 
press or implied, such act would ac- 
complish the purpose 'of preventin; 
the xise of 
free 
transportation, by 


state officers. 


.At the last session of the legisla- 


ture the ace of 1S99 was amended by 
Chapter 4SG of the laws-of 1905, by- 
adding to the former act the words, 


"The terra free pass shall include 


any form of ticket or mileage enti- 
tling the holder to travel over any 
part of the line or lines of any rail- 
road, issued to the holder as a gift or 
in consideration or part consideration 
of any service performed or to be 
performed by such 
holders, 
except 


•where such ticket or mileage is used 
by such, holder in the performance of 
his duties as-:an employe of the rail- 
road Issuing the same:" 


I think tho amendment above quot- 


ed is sufficient to supply the deficien: 
cy existing in tho act of 1SD1), and 
that no such' officer, including notar- 
ies public, can now Lawfully use pass- 
es, tickets or mileage on any parts 
of the lino or lines oC any railroad, 
issued to tho holder as a gift or in 
consideration or part 
consideration 


of any service performed or to be 
performed by such holder 
except 


where such ticket or'mileage is used 
by such holder in the performance 
of his duties as an employe of the 
railroad issuing th,c same.

"The projected increases 
In ex- 


penditures for this budget are caused 
primarily, by the demand for improve-

ed for in the estimates submitted to 
Congress: 


"In the fiscal year 1902-3 the total 


revenue was $17,707,046; in 1903-4 it 
had risen to' $24,343,508. 
Thus from 


one budget to another there was an 
increase of more than 6% 
million 


• dollars; the'larger part of which came 


from an increase of $3,622,711 in the 
customs receipts. 


"When a country has natural re- 


sources with which to meet all the re- 
quirements of civilized life; 
when 


high taxes are regarded as a 
tran- 


sient condition incident to the pro- 
cess of reconstruction; when they do 
not interfere with material prosperity 
and when their s employment is In 
large part reproductive, the increase 
in public expenditure is justifiable; 
instead of being a sign of an un- 
healthy state it'is a sign of vitality, 
and so long as the -administration is 
honest the taxpayers bear their bur- 
dens' willingly. 


"Like all peoples intent on their 


intellectual progress—the basis of all 
public activity—Cuba has paid spec- 
ial attention since its birth as a re- 
publican nation to .its educational sys- 
tem. 


"In 1S94, under the colonial regime, 


there were in the island 904 public 
schools and 740 private schools. Ac- 
cording to the 
recent message of 


President Palma there were in the 
Republic in 1903-4 
3,472 
primary 


schools and 72 special schools, a total 
of 3,544, 
This number subsequently 


rose to 3,605, 
In other words, inde-1 


pendence has quadrupled the number 
of primary' public schools, the increase 
having been particularly marked in 
the rural districts. 
In 1S05, under 


colonial regime, the number of pupils 
was 3C.30G. In 1904, under republican 
regime, the number of pupils in at- 
tendance was 120.000. 


"Wagon roads had to be construct- 


ed on the island to make, connection 
"between points of 
production and 


points of shipment. For this purpose 
the republican 
budget 
appropriates 


$2,000,000; the Spanish 'administra- 
tion left that work to the producer's 
machete.

In 1903, 


under independence, the exports rose 
to $7S,4SG,409, while the imports were 
$07,077,070. 
In 3S99 the adverse bal- 


ance was $22,000,000. 
Commerce be: 


tween Spain and Cuba has of late 
somewhat expanded, though_ 
it has 


not yet reached the figures of 1S99. 
Yet nothing has been done by' our 
Government toward a 
commercial 


treaty which might secure our future 
trade with the island. 


"During the last insurrection, the 


number of tax payers was 24,6-17. In 
1901, at the time of the American in- 
tervention, the number had risen to 
32,206. 


"There has been an increase in the 


exports of mining products (principal 
ly iron, asphalt, and manganese,) as 
well as in the 
sugar 
production, 


which has once more passed the mil- 
lion-ton-mark, which was 
exceeded 


only in 1S94. 


"In the second year of the Republic 


the'increase in the quantity of sugar- 
cane ground was 20 per cent over the 
preceeding year; in sugar production 
16 per cent. 


'•'In the' first year of the Republic 


S,S77 Spaniards came to 'the island; 
in the second year, 14,091. 


"There is room in Cuba for 
ton 


times its population, and with the 
present prosperity it can not fail to 
develop rapidly. 


"The yellow fever was a chromic 


reproach to our colonial administra- 
tion. 
A few months of higiene and 


lanitation during the American inter- 
vention did more for the island than 
he power of Spain had done in four 
centuries.

"in' 18SO, .under colonial 
regime,, 


there were in Habana, 7,942 deaths, 
or 39.94 per cent per thousand. Six 
hundred and forty-five' deaths 
were 


from yellow .fever, 464 from small- 
pox. In 1901, under Yankee interven- 
tion, tho mortality had been reduced 
to 5,720, or 22.09 per thousand. There 
were only IS deaths from 
yellow 


fever and none from smallpox.

desires to smoke cigarets he can do 
so, provided he buys his cigarets or 
cigaret papers outside of the state 
and has them, shipped to him in the 
original packages.

Some Questions 


There . may arise . an

question under the law if, as is rum- 
ored will be.the case, tobacco manu- 
facturers attempt to inclose in the 
original package of smoking tobacco 
a -quantity of cigaret papers to be 
given with the tobacco when sold. 
This would be regarded as a direct 
violation of the spirit of the law and 
would lead to an immediate test of 
its several provisions in the court.

. BLOOD POISONING. 


lu cases of refractory ulceration, it 


has become quite the fad nowadays to 
pronounce tlie general disturbance so 
caused "blood poison." 
Only a small 


percentage ot the cases so called are 
blood poison, however. 
The disease, 


when really present, is indeed a very 
serious affliction; but is, as a rule, eas- 
ily overcome if properly handled. 


True blood poison is; in most cases, 


caused by the toxic matter from an ul- 
cerated condition, or from any wound, 
being taken'up by the'circulation and 
carried throughout the entire system. 
It may occur as the- result of careless- 
ness, uncleanliness, or the'improper 


. dressing of a wound. 


A genuine case can be determined by 


the following symptoms, i. e., in the 
beginning, there is a decided chill or 
slight shivering; this may become of 
frequent occurrence, -while profuse per- 
spiration marks the intervening inter- 
vals; the pulse is very rapid, some- 
times reaching even as high as ISO 
beats per minute; the breathing 
is 


quickened, and the countenance . as- 
cumes an apprehensive expression; the 
glands swell; the sore or wound and 
its-immediate vicinity become rsd and 
angry in appearance. 
In 'prolonged 


cases, there is.probably a hectic fever, 
frequent chills,, sleeplessness, loss of 
appetite, and resulting emaciation. The 
Bkiri becomes yellow and spotted; the 
joints swollen; 
the .tongue 
furred, 


there is great thirst; a cough produc- 
tive of much pain in the chest, togeth- 
er with prostration, mental and phys- 
ical. 
When these symptoms present 


themselves, there is undoubtedly 
a 


case of genuine blood poisoning to deal 
with, and it is a serious affair. 


But, first, it is better to take up those 


cases which are blood'poison in name 
only. 
A small pimple or red blotch 


appears on the back of the hand of a 
certain person, for instance. As is in- 
variably the case, the fingers of the 
other hand are called into service, and 
the pimple is given a severe squeeze, 
hoping thus to remove the -pus. 
In- 


stead of producing the desired effect, 
the patient is surprised and chagrined 
to find that the place afflicted .'has 
only become enlarged and more angry 
looking. 
This is shown to a knowing 


friend, with a recital of the facts, -and 
It.is emphatically pronounced 
blood 


poison, -which is a great mistake. 


The cause of the difficulty, is inactiv- 


ity of the skin. 
The blood.comes to 


the hand with its burden: of vitalizing 
particles, 
distributing 
them -where 


needed, -to find that a- certain 
minute 


portion of the skin Is not performing 
Its duty of eliminating noxious 
sub- 


stances, but is allowing them to. accu- 
mulate.- 
Thus, a portion of all the 


blood that touches this particular spot 
Is itself polluted by contact. .So, you 
see. the sl;ln only Is at fault. 


When a case, is reported as blood- 


poisoning the first thing to be done 
is to seek proof that-this is the trou- 
ble. 
So the case is examined. 
The 


tongue-is found to be clean, smooth, 
nnd perfectly natural; the eyes are all 
right;- the pulse is normal. 
So where, 


pray, is evidence of the disease that 
has been so readily ' charged to the 
blood? Assuming-that the pimple -was 
first given a squeeze, and the noxious 
matter thereby spread, the blood'which 
now reaches this point is corrupted in 
larger'quantities; and the case rapidly 
assumes an'alarming aspect. But this 
is not yet blood poisoning, though ^the 
case is in a fair- way..to develop Into 
Buch.; • ' ' 
. . . 


What is to be done? 
Upon exam- 


ination, it is found that the whole 
trouble lies in'a portion of-the skin 
failing to perform its duty of eliminat- 
ing noxious-or -worn-out substance. So, 
it this is; the cause, the way to bring 
about the result desired is to remove 
that cause. 
Therefore a means of-ex- 


pelling this corrupt and corrupting 
substance must be discovered, and'the 
particle of skin restored to 
-working 


order.

For this purpose few better results 


can be secured than the 
following 


method: 
Brash, the 
afflicted 
part 


.•well.with.a soft camel's hair ' brush, 
dipped in about half a cupful of di- 
luted acetic acid or good strong vine- 
gar. After having thoroughly cleansed 
the part in this manner, apply directly 
to the sore a poultice of either' boiled 
turnips or potatoes, 
mixed with 
a 


very small quantity of the acid. 
By 


this application for a night or two, the 
core is thoroughly, cleansed. Each time 
the poultice is removed the spot should 
be again treated to a gentle brushing 
.with the diluted acid. 
In the course 


of a very few days, the case -will yield 
rapidly to the treatment. 


By this method of treatment the poi- 


sonous acid which has been playing 
the whole of the havoc is removed, 
and replaced by one which cleanses 
and restores everything to a healthy 
condition, and is of a healing nature 
itself. 
Many physicians prefer 
car- 


bolic to acetic acid, but I cannot un- 
derstand why this is so. Strong car- 
bolic acid has a tendency to 
eat 


away the sides of a sore, while acetic 
a'.-id is healing in its properties. 


There is many and many a poor suf- 


ferer, who reputed to be afflicted with 
blood poison reluctantly accepts the 
belief, and at last submits to amputa- 
tion of the diseased member. Bear in 
roincl that all stubborn cases of ul- 
ceration do not necessarily 
produce 


blood poison. 


It seems that the world to-day la 


not satisfied with an ordinary ailment, 
.but absolutely must have some dread- 
ed name, for every ill that flesh la 
heir to. Can't we be content -ffith Just » 
plain case of refractory 
ulceration? 


isn't it bad enough to be afflicted with 
a troublesome'sore, without wheedling 
it into "blood poison" and 
ultimate 


amputation? 


There .are thousands of empty sleeves 


to-day, 'dangling weii'Uly al tlie siae or 
stuffed methodically into the pocket, 
\vhich are the result of an overpes- 
simistic mind. 
Many a 
man goes 


through life bearing the burden of an 
artificial limb, simply because nothing 
short of "acute - blood poison" was 
good enough for him, and- why this is 
[ never could imagine. 


If anyone who reads the foregoing is 


so unfortunate as to be afflicted with 
what has been pronounced blood poi- 
soning, let him look to the condition 
Df his blood and see if it is at fault. 
The 'chances are nine to nothing that 
it is not impure at all. Is the pulse 
too rapid? 
The eye bloodshot? the 


tongue rough and coated? 
No? 
Then 


there is nothing -wrong with the blood, 
and the trouble Is with the skin. 
So 


follow the above directions and cheat 
the amputating'table and perhaps the 
undertaker of their prey. 


And now for genuine blood poison: 


The affliction is a severe one and liable 
to prove fatal within a few days, yet 
it may, by proper treatment, be over1 


come. 
It has been shown .that the 


disease itself is caused by the presence 
of pus that has in some way got- into 
the circulation from an ulcer or -wound. 
This, becoming mixed with the pure, 
life-giving blood, taints it. 
In this 


condition, instead ot nourishing and 
sustaining tne tissues of the body; it 
slowly poisons them'. 
This' nourish- 


ment tteing destroyed, the first thing 
necessary is to sustain the patient's 
strength. 
He .must be given a diet of 


great nutritive power and particularly 
easy of digestion. 
Instructions along 


these lines have been given in 
pre- 


vious lectures and in the Home Health 
club books. If the case is as serious as 
above described, the most 
capable 


physician should be in attendance, -and 
if his remedies are such as to tend to 
strengthen, 
instead of debilitate, a 


cure may be expected. .-But 
skillful 


nursing will be required in any event, 
and the methods herein given will be 
approved by any intelligent physician. 


The wound should be well cleansed 


by the same method employed In the 
case of the stubborn ulceration. 
The 


whole body should be- treated to fre- 
quent bathing. 
Do everything possible 


to produce quiet. 
Give the patient an 


abundance of pure, fresh air, but be 
careful to keep the 
temperature 
as 


even as possible. 
If this ' method of 


treatment Is-strictly followed, there are 
but few cases of blood poison which 
will not yield to it.

I do not believe that you can secure 


any external application that will over-, 
come the tendency to contract the mus- 
cles of the forehead; it is caused in 
some cases by the light acting upon 
the nerves of the eyes, and also by the 
wind; the muscles and nerves are con- 
stantly guarding against particles of 
dust and flying debris. 
If you will ex- 


periment a little you will find that this 
contraction does not continue while in 
the house, or out of the wind. 
The 


wind and sun together are the cause 
of the difficulty. 
In many cases it is 


overcome by the use of properly fitted 
glasses, in other cases it will only be 
overcome by removal to a mild climate 
where the air is more soothing, and 
the light not so intense. You would not 
find this condition in Virginia and 
many' other southern 
and 
eastern 


•states, although you would find more 
of it in Texas, Kansas and Nebraska 
than where you are. 


I-think you will fnd a great deal of 


benefit from the use of a face mask of 
rubber.
